Discharge entered the right side of 


the head and penetrated the right 
chest. The child died within a few 
minutes after the shooting. 


Ernest Black told of the accidental 


shooting. He said it was a case of 
not knowing the gun was loaded. He 
said he had returned from huntiag 
and in entering the house the gun 
bumped against the door and was dis- 
charged. 


The little girl sitting at the dining 


room table received the full discharge 
of the gun. She fell tc the floor in 
a pool of blood. 


The mother, who had stepped out 


into the yard, heard the shot and 
rushed into the house. She found her 
child almost lifeless and the brother 
on the verge of a hysterical collapse. 


The child died shortly after arrival 


of a physician, who notified Coroner 
Smith of the shooting.
